To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said County, qual- 
ified to vote in town affairs :— 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall on the second 
Tuesday of March, 1914, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects— 

1. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Offi- 
cers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

2. To choose all necessary Town Officers and Agents for the en- 
suing year. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for schools for the year ensuing. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the support ot the poor for the year ensuing. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for repairs of highways and bridges for the year ensuing. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate money 
for the repairs of sidewalks for the year ensuing. 

7- To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for contingent expenses for the year ensuing. 

' 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the money 
necessary to pay the interest on town bonds for the year ensuing. 

9g. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to pay the commission of the collector of taxes for the year 
ensuing. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap~ 
propriate for the ensuing year to be applied on the sinking fund. 

11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to hire 
money on the credit of the town at a rate not exceeding six per cent. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of the public library for the year ensuing. 
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13. ‘To see if the town will allow a discount on taxes paid within a 
limited time. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) for decorating the graves of soldiers. 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the maintenance of street lights for the year ensuing. 


16. To see if the town will vote: To purchase from the city of 
Portsmouth the franchise, rights andgprivileges to lay water. pipes 
through the streets of New Castle, and to maintain the same and sup- 
ply the inhabitants of New Castle with water, and to apropriate money 
for such purpose. 


17. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of Chap- 
ter 126, of New Hampshire Laws of 1907, and to establish and main- 
tain a water works and to authorize the water commissioners to do all 
necessary things and make all necessary contracts for the purpose of 
installing and operating same. 


18 To elect a Board of Water Commissioners of three members, 
one to hold office for three years, one for two years, and one for one 
year, and until their respective successors are elected and qualified. 


19. To see if the town will vote to provide for raising the funds 
necessary for the purchase of the franchise of the city of Portsmouth, 
to lay and maintain water pipes in the streets and to supply the inhab- 
itants with water, and for installing and maintaining a water works 
by the issue of bonds or otherwise. 

20. To do any other things or transact any other business that leg- 
ally may come before said meeting.

Report of the Board of Education 


To the Citizens of New Castle : 


The School Board herewith submits the annual 
report for the year ending February 15, 1914. 

Weare pleased to state that our schools have been 
free from epidemics of any kind during the past year, 
which helps to bring the attendance up to the average. 

We feel that more interest should be taken in the 
development of the schools; that it should be the aim 
of all to bring them up to a better standing, and allow 
nothing to stand in the way, which would keep our 
schools below the average. 

The Board on finding the appropriation much too 
low for the maintenance of schools in town, and for the 
payment of the High School tuition, conferred with the 
selectmen, who paid the tuition due from January 6, 
iio. to December 19, 1913. 

Our Primary school is still in charge of Miss 
. Maude H. Trefethen, and her excellent work continues 
as in the past. .We feel that the town is much indebt- 
ed to Miss Trefethen for continuous and persistent 
Siorts. 

Miss Nellie-H. Smith, who we hoped to retain, 
resigned her position in the Grammar school, as the 
board found it quite impossible to raise on her salary 
owing to the appropriation, the vacancy being filled 
by Miss Ida L. Blossom.
